REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . Claims 1,21, and 23-32 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: claims 1,21, 
and 23-32 are allowed at least for the reason that the prior art of record does not teach 
or reasonably suggest the optical recording medium comprising a data recording layer 
which is provided to record contents data upon irradiation of an optical beam, a visual 
information recording layer including a visual information recording area provided for 
recording only visual information, which is visually recognizable, by irradiating the 
optical beam, and a visual information management area where first recording layer 
information is previously recorded so as to be readable, wherein the visual information 
recording layer is formed on a side opposite to the data recording layer, and the first 
recording layer information includes information indicating that the layer where the first 
recording layer exists is the visual information recording layer, visual information 
management information indicative of presence or absence of record of visual 
information onto the visual information recording area, and the area information 
indicative of the recordable area of the visual information on the visual information 
recording area, as set forth in the claimed combination.
